(Burial of Christ) 

INSTRUCTIONS | 

(On a chair in front of the chancel, set 
a crucifix (covered with a veil) facing the 
people. Beneath the crucifix a black veil 
is placed, surrounded by flowers. One candle 
is set on each side of the crucifix. The 
priest wears a dark cape and stole) . 

(The priest enters and faces the people) 

Priest : GLORY BE TO THE FATHER... 

Reader i For the peace and tranquility of the 
whole world, let us pray to the Lord. 

Priest : GRANT US O LORD TO KEEP IN OUR MINDS 

AND HEARTS THE VIVID MEMORY OF YOUR PASSION 

AND OF YOUR DEATH BETWEEN TWO THIEVES WHILE 

HANGING ON THE CROSS. MAY WE DESERVE TO SHARE 

IN THE GLORY OF YOUR RESURRECTION AND THE JOY 

OF YOUR GRACE. THEN WE WILL PRAISE YOUR 

MERCY AND THE MERCY OF YOUR FATHER AND LIVING 

SPIRIT AT ALL TIMES. 

(Priest recites Psalm 50 in verses) 



Priest : HAVE MERCY ON ME, O GOD, IN YOUR 
GOODNESS} IN THE GREATNESS OF YOUR COMPASSION 
WIPE OUT MY OFFENSE. THOROUGHLY WASH ME FROM 
MY GUILT AND OF MY SIN CLEANSE ME. 
Reader : Our Lord was lifted up on the cross 
where He covered the earth. From the center 
of the earth, He proclaimed salvation to the 
children of Adam. He cried out and the tombs 
were opened as the dead came to life. 
Priest : FOR I ACKNOWLEDGE MY OFFENSE, AND 
MY SIN IS BEFORE ME ALWAYS; AGAINST YOU ONLY 
HAVE I SINNED AND DONE WHAT IS EVIL IN YOUR 
SIGHT. 

Reader : On that day Christ cried out from 
His cross, M My God, my God, why have You 
forsaken me? M For our salvation He gave up 
His spirit to His Father. Thus, by His 
humility, He fulfilled all the prophecies. 
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Priest : THAT YOU MAY BE JUSTIFIED IN YOUR 
SENTENCE, VINDICATED WHEN YOU CONDEMN. 
INDEED, IN GUILT WAS I BORN, AND IN SIN MY 
MOTHER CONCEIVED ME. 

Reader : God, who placed the sun in the 
heavens, was crucified by His people. On 
Friday, the sun lowered itself in the sky 
as the Son of God lowered His head on the 
cross and the prophecy was fulfilled which 
said, "At noon the sun will be concealed. 
There will be night in the middle of that 
day which saw Christ hanging on the cross." 
Priest : BEHOLD, YOU ARE PLEASED WITH 
SINCERITY OF HEART, AND IN MY INMOST BEING 
YOU TEACH ME WISDOM. CLEANSE ME OF SIN 
WITH HYSSOP, THAT I MAY BE PURIFIED; WASH 
ME, AND I SHALL BE WHITER THAN SNOW. 
Reader : He who blesses all people was 
crucified. The people cursed Him as they 
nailed Him on a cross in the middle of two 
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thieves. Like a light in the middle of a 
house, this light showed forth a beautiful 
road for all men to follow. They crucified 
two thieves with Him. One was a symbol of 
heaven and one of hell. 

The thief on the right was the symbol 
of the heavenly kingdom while the one on 
the left was the symbol of hell. The one 
on the left mocked Christ, but the one on 
the right, in his suffering confessed Him. 
Priest ; LET ME HEAR THE SOUNDS OF JOY AND 
GLADNESS; THE BONES YOU HAVE CRUSHED WILL 
REJOICE. TURN AWAY YOUR FACE FROM MY SINS; 
AND BLOT OUT ALL MY GUILT. 
Reader i Who can thank You enough for the 
way You abased Yourself for our sake? 
Your mercies toward men nailed You to a 
cross. Woe to those who disowned You and 
blessed to those who worshiped your cross. 
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Priest : A CLEAN HEART CREATE FOR ME O GOD, 
AND A STEADFAST SPIRIT RENEW WIHilN ME. CAST 
ME NOT OUT FROM YOUR PRESENCE, AND YOUR HOLY 
SPIRIT TAKE NOT FROM ME. 

Reader i With a rod of wood which was the 
symbol of the cross, the people of God went 
out of Egypt. When it saw the rod of wood, 
the sea withdrew and opened a passage for 
the people.
